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2021 Six Meter Sporadic E Season 


Well the 6 Meter sporadic E season has come to an end. This year was 
unusual to say the least. Even so, many new ones showed up on the 
band and that made many club members happy. 


The season started with short openings. Yes, there were a few very 
long openings to Japan and one to the Caribbean, however, there were 
only two very small openings to Europe and it was late in the day. The 
Asian openings only yielded Japan, a few Koreans, and a few Chinese. 
It has to be said that Bill, WA5VGI worked Indonesia in the early part of 
the year and John, N6QQ worked 5T5PA on June 24". Mauritania was 
sneaking in for a few days but only reached the basin on June 24™ and 
no farther west than N6QQ. John loves his new antenna! Six meters is 
a quirky band full of quirky hams! 5T5PA was worked in San Diego as 
well as Arizona. 


In July things changed. It seemed as if we had an opening every day.

Geography 


The Abu Ail Islands and Jabal at Tair Islands are located in the Red sea at yen fae 
14° 5’ N and 42° 49’ E where the Red Sea meets the Gulf of Aden,. The. 
islands are volcanic and uninhabited 


History 


The fort located on the steep south end of the island, was built by the mae ie 
Turks in the 1780s during the Ottoman Empire. Recall that a Muslim ca- 

liphate does not contain distinct countries so the islands were merely part 
of the Ottoman Caliphate. The fort was named Abu Ali but misspelled Abu 
-Ail. The islands were named after the fort thus propagating the poor spell- id 
ing! 


The region came under French colonial rule when the Issa and Afar ethnic — 
clans signed a treaty with France. Eventually the area was colonized and 
became a protectorate of France, It was named French Somaliland. Today 
the region is the country of Djibouti. 


The lighthouse was built and operated by a private French company on 
the fort site in 1903. The British seized the island from the French during 
World War I, in 1915, and held it as a territory of the empire. Two British 
companies ran the lighthouse until 1990 when Britain ceded control of the 
lighthouse to Yemen. The Red Sea Light Company relinquished control of 
the islands on March 31, 1991. Djibouti still claims the islands. 


Landing on Abu-Ail is treacherous. Furthermore, there is a steep 340 foot re 
hike up to the lighthouse. Hauling radios, antennas, generators, food and =: 
gear up the rock in the heat is a real 
chore. Even so, there were several DXpe- 
ditions. 
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The Lighthouse 


The current lighthouse is a focal plane 104 m (341 ft); two 
white flashes every 10 seconds. It is mounted on a 30 ft 
round cylindrical tower with lantern and gallery, centered on 
the roof of a square 1-story keeper's house. It appears that 
the light may have been moved to a mast atop the lantern. 
The lighthouse is painted white. The original light was taller, 
with a focal plane of 384 ft. We do not know when the light 
tower was rebuilt to its present height. This lighthouse marks 
the northern entrance to the eastern passage between the 
Hanish Islands and the Yemeni coast. Located on a steep 
island at the northern end of the Hanish Islands. Accessible 
only by boat. The site and tower are closed. 


It is telling that the lighthouse websites use a DXpedition picture for Abu-Ail. It is just not frequented much. 
DXCC Status 


The Islands were given the A1 prefix and became a DXCC country in November 1945 qualifying as an en- 
tity probably under rule 2b (Geographic Areas, Islands). 


The ARRL Awards Committee voted unanimously to accept the DXAC recommendation to delete Abu Ail 
Islands from the DXCC Countries List, effective March 31, 1991,the date the Red Sea Lights Company 
relinquished control of the islands. The justification was the islands were unadministered and no longer 
qualified for DXCC country status. 


As part of Yemen or Djibouti the islands do not meet the 350 kilometers rule. The islands now count as 
Djibouti with the prefix is J2/A although the A1 prefix might still be 
used. The islands have also been considered part of Yemen.

W6AM QSL Cards (N6RV) 


The W6AM estate on top of Palos Verdes Hill was one 
for the history books. In fact, Jan Perkins, N6AW, did 
write a book about it. It is a good read. Here are two an- 
cient QSL cards depicting the before and after configu- 
rations of the rhombic farm. 


Description of Early Property 

The station in 1945 was on 120 acres of land (when Don purchased 
it) with 16 rhombics, the longest being 1500 feet (end to end) and 
beaming Asia (his favorite antenna). This 1500 foot rhombic is be- 

lieved to have been the largest beam antenna ever in amateur ser- ag a WES : 

vice. There were 61 telephone poles, each at 80 feet and another = catironwa'uen —QIII, SP & poe TASTER: Uew. 
90 feed line poles (25 feet high each). These antennas were fed by 
52 miles of feed lines (#8 copperweld). Several of these antennas 
had 2 or 3 curtains (to widen the bandwidth and increase gain). In 
1962, Don sold 95 acres and consolidated his antennas. He in- 
stalled ten 140-foot poles on the perimeter of his remaining 25 
acres with rhombics layered in various directions beginning at the 
90-foot level and going every 6 feet up to 140 feet high. 


In Don’s Words: 
Present W6AM: 


W6AM uses 25 acres for 8 rhombics, 16 directions. The 25 acres is equipped 
with poles 30' from the property lines. Antennas tend to be the length or width of | 
the property and adjacent antennas are about +/- 10% larger or smaller to re- 
duce interaction to practically zero. No 8 copperweld wire is used for antennas 
and feeders. No spacers are in the feedlines. Side poles are not put, the cor- 
ners are pulled up with a cable to any convenient pole. 


Feed lines: 2 7/8" #8 copperweld for 478 ohms. The rhombic transformer is 
made up by the down lead, 3 1/2 feet at the top to 2 inches at bottom of pole, 
i.e., 600 ohm to 468 ohm. That permits all 16 feedlines to come into the station, 
each pair 16" from the other. That spacing eliminates reasonable interaction. 
Sizes (i.e. widths are based on ARRL antenna handbook computed for 14175 
kc and drawn on graph paper to determine resultant log lengths. All antennas 
work fine on 6 to 160 meters. 


W6KPC computed sizes on some of the rhombics, and helped put up one of 
them. All rhombics are best as single wire (1 curtain) for then there is room for 
more rhombics. 


Lengths are based on wherever the poles are; poles are up as high as possible. 
Antenna heights are 60 ft to 140 ft. The longer rhombics are the best. There are 
now end poles up for four more rhombics (total 24 directions). When there is 
time, these will also go up. 


There are 10 poles 140 ft high and 17 poles 100 to 70 ft high. The rhombics are 
about as follows tip to tip length: 460', 580’, 600', 600', 700’, 750’, 950", 1050' 
and cover 16 directions. The proposed rhombics to go on poles already up will 
be: 1350', 900', 1200', 1125’ tip to tip length. The station will be considerably 
better for then there will be even more choices as to directions. One direction or 
one slightly different angle tends to be better at any given time. 


Surplus 75-ohm 300-watt non-inductive globar or equivalent resistors are used 
as terminations, six in series totaling 450 ohms, on each end of each rhombic in 
the station. The resistor center tap is grounded on all ends at all times, except 
the one being used, so lightening has never hit due to this up in the air perpet- 
ual ground shield. About 100 special home-built relays are used for fast small 
24 contact rotary switching. Each relay blade is mounted at least one inch from 
the relay coil, so there is almost zero loss in the relay switching system of about 
100 relays. 
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New RF Exposure Calculator & Interstation Interference (W6HB) 


Doug forwarded this link to the RF Exposure calculator on the ARRL website. Running the numbers it looks like a 
standard installation ( 80 meter vertical, 40 meter 2 element yagi, 20-10 meter 3-5 element yagi and 6 meter 5-8 
element yagi running 1500 on HF with 2 dB line loss and 1000 watts on 6 meters with 2 dB line loss) meet the mini- 
mums if they are above 50 feet for 10 meters and 6 meters. The lower in frequency the closer the distance. It looks 
like the distance peaks on 432 MHz. The calculation was ran with 300 watts to an antenna with 16 dBi gain and the 
stand off distance was 96 feet. | guess the moonbounce folks will fry small birds at short range!

Good Morning Fellow DXers and Contesters 
My name is Rick Samoian, W6SR. For the last 20+ years | have been a DXCC card checker. 


The purpose of this email is to solicit your support and/or comments re: a proposal to eliminate the “#1 
Honor Roll Award”. 


First, | would like to provide you with my background. | am a retired engineer who worked in defense electronics for 
40+ years. | have been active in Amateur Radio for the last 55 years, my interests are mainly DXing and contesting. 
| have earned 10BDXCC 160-6M, #1 Honor Roll 340, 5BWAZ, 5BWAS (endorsed to 10BWAS) and DXCC Chal- 
lenge at 2777 confirmed. | am a past President of the Southern California DX Club, a current member of the North- 
ern California Contest Club, and the Mother Lode DX/Contest Club. Needless to say | am in favor of Contesting and 
all things DX. 


During the course of checking cards, | would frequently ask if there is anything that the applicant would like to see 
changed in the DXCC program. The one issue that was brought up more than any other was, although actively 
working to achieve Honor Roll, #1 Honor Roll seemed impossible during their lifetime. 


Many of the top ten entities have not been on the air for years. And the cost for putting-on a semi-rare DXpedition is 
now more than most folks need for a comfortable retirement. Plus, some entities, have officially suspended amateur 
radio completely, like Turkmenistan did 2006. In the past 10 years, it has become almost impossible to secure an 
operating permit due to environmental conservation rules for many French Islands, and US island entities as well. 
Although, | have often wondered if no one can visit, what are we saving them for? Other entities, have a political 
system which make operation impossible. And the current situation seems to be getting worse, not better. The other 
sure thing is our DX community is getting older, not younger. 


So why do this? First, to be more inclusive. It has been expressed to me many time that having an award that's cur- 
rently unobtainable, is a disincentive, not an incentive! Because it's not lack of DX skills by the operator, it's world 
politics and a changing environmental culture that's at play here. 


| also feel that this award places a rift between newer and older DX community. The ol' “I'm #1 and your not”. If you 
were not a HAM or DxXer before 2002, the last large scale North Korean operation (P5/4L4FN), or active before 
2006 when the last Turkmenistan station was legally on the air, you are out of luck. You can only hope that political 
differences improve in your lifetime, and environmental restrictions loosen. Lastly..... to give those who put in their 
time to achieve Honor Roll due credit. It seems silly to me to be on “Honor Roll” and not be considered at the top of 
our DX game. So what would have to change in the DXCC, nothing except not issuing #1 plaques. That's it. The 
honor roll listings will remain the same, showing those that have achieved 340 listed first, to those that have 331 
incrementally below. And yes, the “chest trumpeters” among us can still proclaim “I got em' all’. Yeah, | do too, but 
luck, time in the hobby, and having a job that didn't require a huge amount of travel had a fair amount to do with it 
also.

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Solar Cycle 25 


Doug, W6HB, forwarded this prediction from SPACEWEATHER ALERTS 


Solar Cycle 25 is heating up faster than expected. The latest sign may be found in sunspot counts from 
July 2021. Continuing a trend that started last year, they over perform the official forecast:

Issued by the NOAA/NASA Solar Cycle 25 Prediction Panel in 2019, the official forecast calls for Solar 
Cycle 25 to peak in July 2025. However, a better fit to current data shows Solar Cycle 25 peaking 

in October 2024. This is just outside the 8-month error bars of the Panel's forecast. 

July 2021 was a remarkable month. Solar Cycle 25 crossed multiple thresholds, including its first X- 
flare and, at one point, 6 sunspots on the solar disk. The last time so many sunspots were seen at the 
same time was Sept. 2017 (SWx archive). One far side CME in July was so strong it affected 

Earth despite being on the "wrong" side of the sun. A handful of other CMEs narrowly missed our planet. 
If solar activity increases apace, some of those blows will soon begin to land. Stay tuned.
